is generally n weak place, although it 
may not always be detected, let. ob- 
served or unobserved, it is there and 
will produce its eBeetb sooner or later. 
And how to- guard against Us conse- 
quences—how to stave off that brea^- 
down.which it is eventually destined to 
produce—is, after all. the great secret of 
taking care of one's health. The writer

ago gave many hint;, on this subject, 
some of which were very valuable, while 
a few must, for the generality of man-

A GENTLEMAN connected with one of 


the paving companies states that at the 
cates things are going it will not be long 
before the principal streets of thin city 
will have to be re-macadamized. 
The 


fine macadam is ground to dust and 
blown away, leaving the roadway un- 
even and full of ruts. Every day adds 
to the wear and tear. All this destruc- 
tion might be prevented by the applica- 
tion of ft little water. It is claimed that 
the streets cannot be thoroughly sprink- 
led because the Water Company have 
not a sufficient supply. 
But for sprink- 


ling purposes, Oakland is not depend- 
ent upon the Water Company. Nature 
has surrounded the city with an inex- 
haustible reservoir and all that is neces- 
sary is simply to make use of the con- 
tents thereof. At a comparatively small 
sum a steam engine and force pump 
might be placed at the foot of Webster 
or Franklin streets, which would fur- 
nish water enough to keep every street 
thoroughly sprinkled. Not only would 
this be an economical project by pre- 
serving the streets, but it would a'ld to 
the beauty of the city and the comfort 
of the inhabitants. It would not bank- 
rupt the city to purchase two or three 
engines nnd pumps. 
One might be 


placed at Twelfth street bridge; another 
at Franklin street wharf and a third at 
the Point. 
From these points every 


street in the city could be conveniently 
sprinkled; and the expense ought not ti 
l>e very great. Here is an opportunity 
for Mr. Knox to advocate steam engines 
with some show of reason, and we are 
in favor of buying the engine and pump 
of Palmer i Co., if that will secure the 
adoption of the proposed, or some other 
equally feasible, project for sprinkling 
our streets. 


IT is believed in the more interested 


circles that the Supreme Court will decide 
the local option case next week. Should 
the decision be in favor of the law, the 
chances in favor of increased intemper- 
ance will be greaty enhanced. When 
people are compelled to buy the intoxi- 
cating beverage by the keg, the tempta- 
tion to drink at all hours will be much 
greater than now. 
In the first place, it 


is a good deal of trouble to have to go to 
a saloon every time a person is athirst, 
whereas by having a stock of the ardent 
at home, much time and trouble will be 
saved, as well as money. 
Even by 


drinking oftener at home, th<- difference 
between wholesale and retail prices is so 
great that one can afford to drink half a 
dozen times out of a keg to once at a sa- 
loon. Then the keg system will have a 
tendency to teach all the family intem- 
perate habits. 
Children will soon lean: 


to cry for it, and wives and daughters 
will be eternally fainting and calling foi 
the camphor bottle. We had not inteiide 
arguing the case farther, but these truth- 
cannot be pressed upon the Court toe 
severely.
